A talented young 
Hackney artist

Ground control 



A N EW state of the art 
vehicle that can act as a 
mobile incident control 
room or CCTV unit has 
gone into service in 
Hackney. 

The Community 
Support Vehicle (CSV) is 
designed for use in 
many different 
situations. 

It can act as a mobile 
CCTV unit at big events 
like festivals, or set up as 
an incident control 
room in an emergency 
situation. 

The CSV will also be 
used as a public 
information point where 
residents can find out 
howto protect their 


homes and businesses 
from flooding, for 
example. 

The £60,000 vehicle 
was unveiled by the 
Council's emergency 
planning team outside 
the Town Hall on 5 June. 

Speaking at the 
launch, Cllr Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
"The fact this vehicle 
will allow our CCTV 
control room to become 
mobile will mean we 
will be able to capture 
even more vital 
information to alert the 
police about. 

"Proactive 
intervention by the 


CCTV unit in Hackney 
resulted in over 800 
arrests last year. This type 
of facility can only 
increase those figures 
and lead to an even 
further reduction in 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour in the 
borough. 

"It is essential that our 
emergency planning 
team are equipped to 
deal with unforeseen 
situations. A vehicle 
such as this would play a 
vital role in the event of 
a major incident as well 
as being very useful on a 
day-to-day basis." 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Dann, Hackney 
Borough Commander, 
said: "The launch of the 
Community Safety 
Vehicle is another 
excel lent example of the 


police working in 
partnership with the 
Council to reduce crime 
and anti-social 
behaviour in the 
borough. 

"The vehicle will give 
all agencies on the 
scene a central 


operational focal point 
and enable us to work 
more efficiently and 
effectively together." 

The vehicle got its first 
proper road test during a 
decontamination 
training exercise on 
Hackney Marshes on 8 


June and then Stokefest 
on 10 June.

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THERE have been dramatic 
cuts in waiting times for 
registering births, marriages 
and civil partnerships in 
Hackney thanks to new 
technology. 

Proud new parents and 
newly-weds can now come 
into the Council and officers 
will register these life-changing 
events online, making the 


process quicker and more 
effective. 

The births, marriages and 
deaths registers had always 
been handwritten for the past 
1 70 years, until the new 
system was introduced in 
March. Waiting times for 
registering births have since 
gone down from 23 days in 
April to just 1 0 days in June. 


While marriages and civil 
partnerships have seen an 1 1 
day reduction in waiting times. 

The recording of all births, 
deaths and marriages by local 
authorities was first introduced 
in England and Wales in 1 837. 

Hackney currently registers 
around 6560 births and deaths 
a year. The registration service 
is firmly part of the history of 


the borough. Hackney's 
longest serving registrar, 
Sandra Martin, registered her 
first child in 1983, who in turn 
registered the birth of her own 
baby in Hackney last year. 

"The Council is investing in 
its services to ensure they are 
responsive to local people," 
said Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Cabinet Member for 


Community Services. 

"Milestones such as births, 
marriages and civil 
partnerships are important 
celebrations, and I am really 
pleased Hackney residents 
will now find the process 
much easier and faster."

Academy latest 

A NEW city academy, 
originally planned for 
Morning Lane, is to be 
developed on an alternative 
Hackney site. 

The City of London KPMG 
Academy is now set to be built 
in Homerton Row, E9, and 
wil I cater for 1 , 1 40, 11 to 1 8- 
year-olds when full. 

This second site was identified 
following a feasibility study, 
which revealed the Morning 
Lane project would cost more 
than anticipated, if it was to be 
completed on time. 

Cabi net Member for 
Children's Services, Cllr Rita 
Krishna, said: "By 201 0, 
education provision in 
Hackney will look very 
different. This academy will 
help us realise our ambition to 
accommodate at least 80 per 
cent of secondary school 
pupils within the borough." 
The school is on course to 
open as originally planned in 
September 2009. 

The redevelopment of Berger 
Primary School, in Morning 
Lane, originally planned as 
part of the academy project, 
will still go ahead, with 
independent funding from the 
Council. 

The first public meeting to 
consult on the plans will take 
place on 21 June, 5pm to 
7.30pm, at the Round Chapel, 
Powerscroft Road, E5.

Bring the noise -down 



EVERYONE loves a good 
party, but nobody wants one 
going on next door 24/7. 

Noise can literally drive 
people mad and often sparks 
serious disputes between 
neighbours. 

That was the message of 
national Noise Action Week - 
brought home at a Council 
roadshow with members of 
Hackney's Noise Pollution 
Team out in force to raise 
awareness of these issues. 

The Council received 4,000 
complaints about noise in the 
past year, with the majority 
(77 per cent) about loud 
music, DIY and dogs barking. 

And officers seized sound 
equipment worth more than 
£8,000 from noisy 
neighbours, pubs and clubs in 
the past six months alone, 
some of which were on 
display at the event in the 
Town Hall Square on 25 May. 

The team had to take this 
action when people refused 
to listen to repeated warnings 
to show some consideration 
for others and turn the volume 
down. 


Resident Jenny Watson 
explained how the noise 
pollution team transformed 
her life. 

"We were experiencing 
loud music from a 
neighbouring property, often 
right through the day and late 
into the night, as well as all 
night parties," she said. 

"This problem was always 
worse in the summer. Lack of 
sleep and an inability to open 
windows in sweltering heat 
were just two downsides. 

"Being able to call on the 
noise pollution service made 
a big difference. 

"They kept on coming 
round when we called, 
confiscated sound 
equipment, and their action 
has meant the problem has 
now gone away completely. 

"If you have problems with 
noisy neighbours, give them 
a call. It's confidential, and it 
makes a real difference." 

In the past 1 2 months, the 
Noise Pollution Team has also 
issued over 1 400 warnings, 
served 1 54 penalty notices, 
disarmed 1 3 alarms and 


carried out four successful 
prosecutions. The highest 
number of complaints about 
noise came from the 
Haggerston area, with over 
400 received in the last year, 
closely followed by Hoxton, 
while the least number where 
made in Kings Park. 

Only 1 2 per cent of the 
total complaints were about 
noise from bars and clubs. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: "We 
can all take simple steps to 
ensure we don't irritate our 
neighbours by not playing 
music too loud, doing DIY 
late at night, or leaving the 
dog alone for long periods of 
time. 

"Motorists should also be 
considerate when they're 
dropping people off late at 
night by not sitting with the 
engine running or sounding 
the horn." 

The Council offers a free 
mediation service staffed by 
volunteers, which helps 
residents resolve disputes 
peacefully.

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The oldest surviving home in Hackney, Sutton House, was built in 
about 1 535 by Sir Ralph Sadleir, a courtier to Henry VIII. 

Later this month, Sutton House will celebrate the 500th 
anniversary of his birth. Sadleir first came to live in Hackney as a 
child and began his political career in the service ofThomas 
Cromwell, one of Henry Vlll's chief ministers in the 1 530s. 

Sadleir's career survived Cromwell's, who was executed for 
treason in 1 540, although his connection with Hackney ended in 
1 550, when he moved to Hertfordshire and sold his lands, 
including Sutton House (known as the 'bryk [brick] place') to John 
Machell, a cloth merchant. 

The document shown here is one of the oldest items in the 
collections at Hackney Archives, and relates to the surrender of his 
Hackney properties, which was recorded in Stepney manorial 
court in 1551. 

Nevertheless, it is not Sadleir that the house is named after, but 
SirThomas Sutton, a landowner who moved to Hackney in 1 605, 
but who actually never lived in the house. 

Over the centuries the house has been both a private home and 
a school, and had many names. 

It was referred to as Picton House at the time this photograph 
was taken by local photographer Alfred Braddock in about 1 880. 

At the turn of the twentieth century it came into public use as the 
St John at Hackney Church Institute, a recreational centre, 
commemorated in a booklet entitled 'The Old House at the 
Corner, which was published in 1 906. 

The house was bought by the National Trust in 1 938, and 
renamed Sutton House in 1 953. 

It was refurbished for community use following a campaign by 
local residents in the 1 980s, and is now regularly open to the 
public.

Motorists beware 

Parking fines for motorists are 
changing across London from 
1 July. 

Penalties are to increase from 
£1 00 to £1 20 for offences 
like stopping on double 
yellow lines, at a bus stop, on 
a School Keep Clear area, 
pedestrian crossing, 
pavement, or driving in a bus 
lane. 

Fines for lesser offences, for 
example, feeding a parking 
meter, are set to drop from 
£1 00 to £80. 

The aim of the new fine 
system is to reflect and 
penalise the way bad, or 
inconsiderate, driving 
increases congestion 
problems. 

Paint the town red 

Time is running out to use 
your red Saver bus tickets. 
They expire on 30 June and 
are being replaced by new 
style blue saver tickets. 
They're ideal if you don't 
have an Oyster card as it's 
another way of saving a quid 
on single bus fares.

On the buses 

THE number of night buses to 
get you home from 
Shoreditch has been 
increased. 

The N35 will start running 
three times an hour on Friday 
and Saturday evenings from 
30 June. 

The service connects 
Shoreditch with Holborn and 
Tottenham Court Road to the 
west, and Liverpool Street, 
London Bridge, Brixton, and 
Clapham Junction to the 
south and south-west.
